In one embodiment, the file selection generator 430, 
through the file source interface 410 contacts each of the sources to receive lists of the most 
recently used flies 345, The file selection generator 430 can draw a single fist of the most recently 
accessed files . Alternatively, the file selection generator 4 1 0 can extract a separate list of the most 
recently used files for each of a number of commonly used applications. The file selection 
generator 430 is configured to check the client interface for a list of applications accessible by the 
user and present recently used files for each of those applications. For operating systems that lack 
recent file histories, the file selection generator 430 sorts all of the files accessible to the user and 
accepts those having the latest access date as the most recent files . For those file sources 1 40 that 
maintain file source wrappers 328, the fife selection generator contacts the file source wrapper 328 
and obtains the recent file information. The file source wrapper, access server, or client may filter 
the files according to the viewing capacities of the clients or other criteria. This filtering can include 
filtering hy file type, file stee, by time accessed, or any other relevant criteria.
